THERE FOLLOWS A SUMMARY AND BACKGROUND INFORMATION PERTAINING 
TO THE VICE PRESIDENT'S VISIT TO IRAN: 

1 . IN A MEETING THIS MORNING WITH THE GRAND MASTER OF CEREMONIES 
AND CHIEF OF PROTOCOL AND OTHER GOI OFFICIALS, AND AMERICAN EMBASSY 
STAFF, WE DISCUSSED THE DETAILS OF THE VICE PRESIDENT’S VISIT. 

THEY WERE EXTREMELY COOPERATIVE AND EXPRESSED A DESIRE FOR COMPLETE 
COOPERATION WITH ANY OF THE VICE PRESIDENT S WISHES. AFTER 
DISCUSSING VARIOUS ALTERNATIVE PROPOSALS FOR THE VISIT, IT WAS 
AGREED BY BOTH SIDES THAT IF IT MEETS WITH THE VICE PRESIDENT'S 
APPROVAL, THE MOST DESIRABLE PLAN WOULD BE FOR THE VICE PRESIDENT S 
PARTY TO FLY DIRECTLY FROM PARIS TO KISH ISLAND AND REMAIN 
THERE THROUGHOUT THE VISIT, WITH A SIGHTSEEING AND SHOPPING 
SIDE TRIP TO ISFAHAN ON MARCH 25. THIS PLAN WOULD SIMPLIFY 
LOGISTIC ARRANGEMENTS, IMPROVE SECURITY, MAKE A MORE RELAXED 
VISIT, AND WOULD ELIMINATE THE REQUIREMENT FOR A FORMAL STATE 
DINNER, WHICH WOULD BE NECESSARY IF THE PARTY STOPPED IN 
TEHRAN. IRANIAN TRADITION REQUIRES THAT DURING THE DAY IN 
ISFAHAN THE VICE PRESIDENT AND THEOFFICIAL PARTY BE THE 
GUESTS OF THE GOVERNOR GENERAL AT AN INFORMAL LUNCHEON. 
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GUESTS AT THIS LUNCHEON WOULD BE:

IRANIAN GUESTS WILL INCLUDE:

AND THEIR WIVES. 

ABOUT 1700 THE ENTIRE PARTY WOULD RETURN TO KISH ISLAND AND REMAIN 
OVERNIGHT FOR DEPARTURE FOR KUALA LUMPUR THE FOLLOWING MORNING. 

2. IF THIS SCENARIO IS APPROVED, THE DEPARTURE AND ARRIVAL 
STATEMENTS WILL BE RELEASED BY THE EMBASSY. 

3. GIFTS: WHILE WE SUGGESTED THAT THE EXCHANGE OF GIFTS 

BE KEPT AT A MODEST LEVEL, IRANIAN ARE TRADITIONALLY GRACIOUS, 

AND THE VICE PRESIDENT SHOULD BE PREPARED TO PRESENT AN 
APPROPRIATE GIFT TO THEIR MAJESTIES. WE SUGGEST A GIFT IN 
THE SPIRIT OF THE BICENTENNIAL THEME. 

4. IN REVIEWING THE ISFAHAN SITUATION, IT IS ADVISABLE 

THAT THE VISIT NOT BE PUBLICIZED. A DETAILED SCHEDULE FOLLOWS:
